T rade Proposal 
Opens Door 
For Caribbeans 


OTTAWA (CP)—Canada and 
13 Caribbean Commonwealth 
countries Friday agreed on an 
arrangement that Prime Minis¬ 
ter Pearson said "will lay the 
foundation for increased trade 
among the countries." 

The new trade deal involved 
the amendment of the 1925 Can¬ 
ada-West Indies trade agree¬ 
ment and a Canadian offer to 
eliminate the Import duty on 
Caribbean sugar. 

The sugar deal, the most 
significant item, is subject to 
approval by other Common¬ 
wealth sugar suppliers to Can¬ 
ada and from countries covered 
under the General Agreement 
in Tariffs and Trade. 
PROTOCOL 

The new trading arrange¬ 
ments were worked out at a 
three-day conference which con¬ 
cluded Friday. 

A protocol signed by all the 
participating countries elimi¬ 
nated a clause in the 1925 
agreement that permitted Ca- 
(utiian tariff preferences only 
or£ goods shipped directly to 
Ctftoda from the Caribbean. 
Shipment via other ports and

countries was largely pro¬ 
hibited. 

Another Important amend- 
ment establishes a committee 
at the ministerial or senior of¬ 
ficial level which will meet 
periodically to discuss trade, fi¬ 
nancial and related matters be¬ 
tween the Caribbean and Can¬ 
ada. 

OBJECTIVE 

Officials said the move was 
significant because it estab¬ 
lished a permanent working re¬ 
lationship. 

The conference was called in 
the first place to strengthen 
trade and other links between 
Canada and the Caribbean. 

Under the Canadian sugar of¬ 
fer. the tariff of 29 cents a hun¬ 
dredweight would be eliminated 
making the Caribbean the only 
countries in the world with free 
entry into the Can^lan market. 
Other countries pay up to $1.29 
a hundredweight in the most- 
fa vored-natlon category. 

The Commonwealth C a r i b- 
bean countries would be al¬ 
lowed to export to Canada an 
amount equal to their average 
volume to Canada In the last 
five years. 


BUCHAREST (UPI) — The 
seven communist Warsaw Pact 
nations called Friday for a 
summit conference of all Euro¬ 
pean powers to end the cold war 
and Barge "tasting peace" on 
the continent 

They also called for the 
abolition of both the Warsaw 
Pact and NATO military alli¬ 
ances. 

In a 6,000-word declaration 
signed by top communist lead¬ 
ers at their summit conference 
here, the Warsaw Pact nations 
attacked the United States 
anew, accusing it of "interfering 
in the internal affairs of other 
states." 

AIM OF DECLARATION 

Diplomatic observers said the 
; manifesto apparently was aimed j 
at driving a wedge between the 
U S. and iti NATO allies. ' 

The Soviet Union, Romania, | 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Hun¬ 
gary, East Germany and Poland, 
were the seven communist 
states signing the declaration. 

Many of the points contained 
in the declaration were old 
proposals. These included the 
call for the abolition of NATO 
and the Warsaw Pact, the 
recognition of two Germanics, 
the dismantling at foreign mili¬ 
tary bases and the withdrawal 
of troops from the territories of 
other states. 

The declaration also included 
a violent attack on West Ger¬ 


many and accused the U.S. of 
following a policy that would 
put Bonn's finger on the nuclear 
trigger. 

The Warsaw Pact countries 
warned tliey were reasserting 
their determination to crush any 
aggression against them. 

Neither the declaration on the 
strengthening of peace and 
security in Europe nor the Viet 
Nam declaration have any 
indication of the settlement of 
internal problems of the War¬ 
saw Pact nations. Observers 
said the declarations were 
designed to show to the West 
that the Warsaw Pact nations 
were still unified despite con¬ 
tinuing reports of Internal diffi¬ 
culties.

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Dangerous Silence 

U NDER THE TERMS ol the National Defence Act 
"the minister has the control ami management ol 
the Canadian forces, the lX'fence Research Board and 
all matters relating to the national defence. . . ine 
powers of the minister are wide^nd his responsibility 
is on the same high level as his authority. 

But this does not mean that the minister of na¬ 
tional defence is infallible or beyond the reach of 
criticism. 

Nor does his office provide any excuse fcfr his 
failure to answer reasonable questions on matters of 
policy which are of vital concern to the nation. 

On Thursday, in the House of Commons, a former 
justice minister, Mr. Davie Fulton, asked the minister 
the reason for the early retirement of three senior 
officers and whether it had anything to do with oppo¬ 
sition to the minister’s determination to integrate the 
three military services.

A Happy Alliance 

T HE ASSOCIATION of Canada and the Caribbean 
Islands, first as dependencies of Britain and later 
as fellow members of the Commonwealth, has been 
long and continuous, but it is doubtful if at any time 
the best has been made of the situation from an eco¬ 
nomic or political let-el. 

The thirteen Caribbean nations whose representa¬ 
tives have been confeiring in Ottawa with Prime Min¬ 
ister Pearson this week are clearly In favor of a closer 
relationship with this country. 

The proposed formation of a western hemisphere 
Commonwealth block could be of immense importance 
to all parties, and it Is interesting to note that the 
Canadian government hat already indicated its willing¬ 
ness to increase Caribbean immigration to Canada 
which would immediately help solve those fertile coun¬ 
tries' excessive population problem. 

Although hundreds of thousands of Caribs have 
Immigrated to Britain in the post-war years, that 
rountry cannot absorb the total excess, and Canada 
with its shortage of a certain type of manpower is 
capable of relieving the population pressures that em- 
liarrass the majority of the new governments in the 
Caribbean area. 

A generally happy, if gregarious and somewhat 
noisy people, the Caribs have on the whole settled 
down well in Britain where they fill numerous service 
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purpose of the closer relationship between Canada and 
tfte Caribbean. The two groups are complementary 
rather than competitive particularly in‘the field of 

agriculture. ,, ^ ^ 

It is also in Canada’s favor that although the 
original trade was largely fish from the Maritimes on 
the one side, and tropical foods on the other, the Ca¬ 
nadian banking system is solidly entrenched all ojffcr 
the West Indies, and in some case* Canadian banks 
act for the respective governments. 

The goodwill therefore exists, and the news that 
Ottawa is making a determined effort to form a closer, 
friendly and practical alliance is an admirable one that 
bode* well for every participant.

Ordeal by Fire 


Bv H. V. CIIESM T 

Plant scientists have been engugeej, 
for years in making detailed studies 
of the various factors that aflect plant 
growth. Volumes have been written on 
the effect of temperature changes, soil 
moisture, air humidity and light con¬ 
ditions. but to the best of my know¬ 
ledge, no institute has ever made a 
study of the effect of fire on plants. 

Fire is a strange element. It is a 
destroying medium, particularly toward 
anything with living tissues, and yet 
curiously, it will at times revitalize or 
even start Into life plants and seeds 
which have come into contact with its 
searing heal. 

* * * 

We did a long-postponed dean-up 
job on a portion of our garden early 
this spring and, to dispose of a vast 
amount of rubbish and litter, worn-out 
currant bushes and discarded roots, we 
had a bonfire going steadily for several 
days while we worked. As we are always 
pressed for space, I built my rubbish 
fire on the site of a big clump of the 
otd-faahlaned lemon day lilies which 
were earmarked for replacement with 
some modem varieties. They hadn't 
come up in February when we made our 
fire, but I figured the fire would kill 


the roots and leave the ground steri¬ 
lized and-ready for the new plantings 

Several weeks after the ashes had 
been raked up and scattered over the 
flower beds, a curious thing happened. 
Through the ashy debris there came 
poking through a few struggling shoots, 
unmistakably those of the day lily 
which, in spite of everything, had sur- 
\ived the baking heat of the bonfire. 
♦ * * 

I didn't have the heart to dig them 
up after that gallant struggle for sur¬ 
vival, and today that clump is in grand, 
healthy condition, the flowers are bigger 
and belter than ever before, and alto¬ 
gether it is a much improved plant as 
a result of its oTdeal. The only explan¬ 
ation that comes lo mind is the fire 
must have rid the plant of some debili¬ 
tating virus or fungus Infection. 

Ordinarily, the seeds of Romneya 
coulteri, the California tree poppy, are 
extremely difficult and erratic in their 
germination, but old-ume gardeners 
worked out a cunning dodge to make 
them sprout. They sow the seeds in 
pots of soil, sink them id the ground 
and build a fire over them, thereby 
securing rapid and vigorous germina¬ 
tion. This is borne out in nature, where 
in California the seedlings of this lovely 


tree |H>ppy spring up in vast numbers 
after a brush fire has passed over. 

1 imagine almost everyone has no¬ 
ticed how our common fife weed springs 
up in burnt-over areas and along rail¬ 
way lines where slash has been burnt. 
I believe the seeds of the fireweed must 
lie dormant in the soil awaiting the 
touch of fire, and the plant’s function 
In nature is probably to spread the first 
healing rover over the scorched earth. 

In our gardens, pampas grass is an¬ 
other plant which benefits enormously 
from a quick flash fire made over the 
clump In early spring before new growth 
commences. Die mint patch also is 
maintained in a healthy condition and 
free from the crippling mint rust if It 
I* burnt over, either in late fall or early 
spring. 

* * * 

For some years T have hern burn¬ 
ing over our strawberry patch after 
all the fruit has been gathered, and our 
plants have been singularly fire from 
the various pests and diseases which 
beset strawberries. I Imagine there must 
be quite a few other plants whlrh would 
be purified through trial by fire, but 
only lime and experiment will tell us 
which kinds will benefit from this dras¬ 
tic purge.

Perhaps the moal interesting Is Eptiesu*. Ephesus was 
built up by the Greeks and was the centre of the region 
called Ionia. It was the site of important battle* during the 
Persian wars and finally was conquered by Alexander the 
Great in 534 BC. Because of encroaching swampland, the 
city was moved two times. It flourished under the Roman 
Empire from 190 B.C. to 200 A D 

Walking through the streets of Ephesus, up the long, 
twisting pavement winding through a deep valley you see 
Roman home-., temples, fountains, monuments. Some look 
like they could have been used yesterday.

Mott of the rest of Perge — about a half-mlle-aquare 
area—is nothing but stone and columns jumbled under marsh 
land and silt. 

Aspendo* boasts "one of the best preserved Roman 
theatres in the world" — and It look* It. Even the massive 
stage is mostly Intact. The theatre — seating 15,000 — Is 
still used for tlie annual Antalya facUval. 

In the same area is Side, the principal slave market 
of ihe Mediterranean during the Roman period, 
at Side is in fair condition but far from the shape It waa in 
when It uaed to raat 25,000 people.

LONDON (CP)—A rare five-cent stamp issued on Van¬ 
couver Island in 18G5 and valued at $8,400 did not tind a buyer 
at an auction of British Columbia stamps and covers bold 
here Thursday. 

A spokesman for the auctioneers, the famous London 
stamp dealers Stanley Gibbons,' said the price was evidently 
too steep for the two dozen or sq collectors who attended the 
sale. He declined to give details of the bidding but said the 
auctioneer would likely have started the ball rolling at £2.500— 
$7,500. 

The five-cent rose-colored stamp, described in the cata¬ 
logue as "the finest known example of this stamp", was the

The total realized by the sale was £8,620—$25,870. Unsold 
lots, including the costly five-cent stamp, would go back to 
the ownci and might lie offered for sale again at some future 
date, the Stanley Gibbons spokesman said. 

Highest price paid was £900-$2,700 for an extremely rare 
Wells Fargo 10-cent cover showing triple mixed franking with 
British Columbia, British and United States stamps. The 
catalogue described it as "most probably unique" and prob¬ 
ably the rarest item in the collection. It was bought by a

SUCTION 1*8 ( *) 

Duly when overtaking and when overtaken 

Except u.h^n overtaking and passing on the 
right is permitted a driver, of an overtaken vehicle. 

(a) upon healing an audible signal given by the 
driver of the overtaking vehicle, shall cause 
the vehicle to give way to the right in favour 
of the overtaking vehicle: and 

(b) shall not increase the speed of the vehicle 
until completely passed by the o\ortaking 
vehicle. 

COMMENT 

Paragraph ia> of this Section i-equires that 
when a driver hears an audible signal, sounding 
of horn etc., from the driver of an overtaking ve¬ 
hicle, he pull over to the right side of the roadway 
and give wav to the other vehicle which is about 
to pass. 

Paragraph Ibl states a driver must not in¬ 
crease his speed when being passed until the pas¬ 
sing vehicle is completely by him and has returned 
to the right side of the roadway. Should a driver 
who is being passed, increase his speed and race 
with the overtaking vehicle. Jhe is liable to trap the 
other vehicle on the left jiroe of the roadway, and 
in the event of oncoming traffic, either cause a 
head-on collision or force the oncoming vehicle to 
take evasive action and poasibiy end up in a ditch 
or over a bank.
